“IT remember that Stefansson told

This 
is the well known Chachalot or sperm 
whale. A young 20-foot sperm 
whale’s belly has been found to con- 
no legssthan 300 mackerel, but 
the toll is slight if, as they say, they 
tear from the rocks the diabolical 
octopus that lurks in the depths of the 
The Orea, or “killer” whale, 
wearing the pirate colors of black or 
black, and white, has no redeeming 
quality. He is described by Horn- 
aday as having “the appetite of a hog, 
the cruelty of a wolf, the-courage of a 
bulldog and the most terrible; jaws 
afloat.” Though only 16 to feet 
long, his great teeth enable him to 
kill the largest baleen whales; he has 
been seen to devour four porpoises 
in succession and 14 seals have beew 
found in his belly. 

With the substitution for past 
crude methods of scientific processes 
of “rendering” the oil, preparing high 
grade fertilizer, canning, extracting 
pharmaceutical values, the whale is 
a natural source not only of oil, sper- 
maceti and whalebone, but of nitro- 
genous and phosphatic guano, meat, 
stock and poultry meal, canned meat 
and glue. All parts of the whale in 
fact are of value; its bilious accretion 
known as “ambergris,” found floating 
in lumps up to 200 Ibs.. which at times 
has been worth iis weight in gold, was 
sold in 1922 gt $25 .a pound for use 
mainly as a fixature for perfumes;

“THE WHEAT POOL AND 


TRADING IN FUTURES 


(Quoted from the Chicago Price Current: 


| Grain Reporter, issue of August 4th, 1926)- 


The feature of the last day of the 
month's trading was the heavy deli- 
veries of wheat to the trade by the 
wheat pool, It is estimated that at 
least 3,000,000 bus. of the total deli- 
veries for the deg were from the 
pool, The pool all the week has been 
pounding the market and checked any 
advances by throwing in the stuff in 
chunks, 

This is perfectly legitimate busi- 
ness. The pool is a member of the ex- 
change and entitled to the facitities 
provided for it as a member, Its 
operations in futures are on a very 
large scale, j 

But the promoters and propagand- 
ists responsible for its organization 
announced that one of the’ main ob- 
jects of the pool was to Lreak up the 
Winnipeg Grain EXchange. It was 
also frequently preached by the far- 
mers’ friends that short selling was a 
crime, that future trading and hedg- 
ing were unnecessary as far as the 
pool was concerned, that it was in 
fact inaugurating a new and enligh’ 
ened method of marketing. This bun- 
combe. was swallowed by a lot of far- 
mers, but not all. From now on the 
highly paid pool propagandists will 
find their ingenuity taxed to explain 
At that. you can’t foo) all of the peo- 
ple all of the time. 

The Canadian Co-operative Wheat 
Producers, Ltd. (The Wheat Pool) is 
in the limelight these days. The pub- 
lic and the pool members have heen 
informed that officials of the com- 
pany suffered from writer’s ‘cramp 
from signing checks, and how mi'- 
lions of dollars have been distributed 
among the mémbers of the pool! by 
the interim payment of July 26. 


So far members have received 
$1.40 a bushel for No. 1 Northern 
wheat. In a statement issued by 


pool officials they are led to hope that 
they may get a little more. The pre- 
sident of the Manitoba pool offers a 
word of comfort—the pool paid $1.60 
all told last year. He did not depress 
his clients by telling them that on a 
vaole lot of grades and mixtures 
there was nothing more coming. How- 
ever, they know it now that they have 
their checks. 

On the trading floor of the Ex- 
change the feature of the past week 
has heen the heavy and persistent 
selling of futures by “A certain big 
interest.” Brokers do not divulge 
the names of their customers, but pit 
traders know where this selling is 
coming from. This short selling is on 
the face of it by parties who have 
the wheat to deliver and mean to de- 
liver it. 

As it is, $1.40 a bushel looks small 
compared to $1.52%, the averace 
price paid by the trade. Tt would 
look smaller should the average price 
by the end of the crop year be $1.69 
or over. 

The general conclusion is that the 
big interest is more interested in 
keering prices down than in any other 
nolicv for the nresent.
